Yet this matter of Russia's status 


in the Far East frequently irritates 
Americans, 
and 
alwnys 
puzzles 


them. Russia is our ally. Don't 
allies join hands In all things? 
The answer is: No. 
England will be in there pitching 


against the Japs, along with Uncle 
Sam, because England is a while 
man's country—and England has 
a stake in the Orient against Japan 
as well as in Europe against Ger- 
many. 
But no such certainty attaches lo 


the Russian nation—and fis a nation 
is bcnl so will her foreign policy 
incline. There are really two Rus- 
sias: The E u r o p e a n and the 
Oriental—and whether because of 
its dual nature or for practical 
trading purposes the Soviet govern 
mcnl pursues a policy that pre- 
sumes Russia may be a valiant ally 
in the Wesl while remaining aloofly 
neutral in the East. 
I imagine the AP commentator 


knows what he is lalking about 
when he says it looks now as if 
Russia won't join us in the war 
against Japan after Germany falls.
